$12,000,1)00 worth of timber and other 
property was destroyed by forest lires 
in Oregon and Washington, bays the 
Washington correspondent of the New- 
York Commercial. This enormous loss 
occurred upon a restricted area and 
represents only a very i>mall part of 
the auuunl loss from 
this source.

Forest fires 
liuve been regarded1 as almost inevita- 
ble, and few systematic attempts have 
been made to prevent or control them 
except in the states of New York, 
Pennsylvania and Minnesota, which 
have efficient systems of lire protec- 
tion. 


The bureau of forestry of the United- 


States department of agriculture has 
this year undertaken a thorough study 
of the forest fire problem in several 
different regions. It has placed men 
in forest districts to study fires while 
in the process of burning. Instead of1 
waiting until the fires are over and 
relying for information on local re- 
ports, as has been done heretofore, 
the fires are now being observed by 
the bureau's agents, and full data will 
be obtained as to how they were
